Tho French Deputies Agree to an 
Additional Supplementary Credit 
for the General Service. 

Seditions Publications Fail to Appear 
-International Measures to Bo 
Taken Against Anarchists. 



(Copyright 18i)3, by tho United Pross.) 

PARIS, Dec. 29. — Before the Deputies ad- 
journed this evening for tho holidays, they 
agreed to a supplementary credit of -10,100,- 
000 francs for tho general state service. It 
is a grave foaturo of the situation that the 
ministers will be required to make up on 
tho next budget a dcticit of almost 75,000,- 
000 franca. It is not tho depression of 
trade alone, but a gross miscalculation of 
current receipts that has forced tho Gov- 
ornment to ask twice for supple- 
mentary votes. That M. Bourdeau, the 
new Finance Minister, haa tho capacity to 
meet the emergency ia doubtful. The first 
proposal made by him as minister received 
a check in the Chamber to-day, when the 
Deputies rejected tho bill to authorize the 
ity of Puns to tax champagnes, genuine or 
rtifioial, fifty centimes a bottle. Aa Paris 
consumed 1,21)0,000 bottles of champagne 
annually, the tax would bring the treasury 
600,000 francs. The whole plan was sup- 
pressed, however, without debate. 

Tho lawa for the repression of Anarchism 
saem to bo proving effectual. Anarchist 
suspects have disappeared swiftly from the 
city, and the tone of the Socialist and 
Anarchist preHa cowed by the proapect of 
prosecution or suppression, has been moder- 
ated greatly. Several pronounced Anar- 
chist sheets, among them tho notorious La 
Rovolte, have ceased appearing. I'ero Pea- 
nerd has published a notice that hereafter 
its editors will be obliged by prudence to 
abstain from making apologies for tho bomb 
throwers, as the ollioers would step in under 
tho now law and punish all concerned. 

Hereafter," says tho lire-eating editor 
pathetically, " wo shall not bo free to oxpreaa 
all tho opinions that we advocate." 

Sebastian Faure, once a Karl Marx Social- 
ist, and follower of Jules Guesde, but now 
a thoroughbred Anarchist, allowed plainly a 
few nights ago what a blight had fallen 
upon anarchist oratory. Lecturing in Sle 
Etionne to a crowd of comrades, among 
them Ravaohol'a brother, ho refrained from 
his former vehemence of language and con- 
tented himself with talking vaguely of the 
Anarchists' aim to " change tho life of pain 
into a lifo of pleasure." Finally lie called 
upon the police comrniaaiary and his other 
hearers to testify to his moderation. 

Many reports are heard as regards tho 
prospect of international measures against 
the Anarchists, The exact truth, as ascer- 
tained from official sources, is as follows: 
Spain and Austria sent circular notes to the 
powers eimultaneonsly, but not in concert, 
to ask whether an international measure 
aguint.t anarchists might not be discussed 
in a conference. No specific suguestions or 
proposals were made in these notes. England 
and Germany declined to consider the mat- 
ter. Belgium offered her co-operation, only 
on tho condition that a definite plan be pro- 
posed in advance Austria then dropped tho 
the subject. Spain, however, reopened the 
matter in freah communications, suggesting 
treaty changes which would provide for 
easier extradition, a lees complicated process 
of expulsion and more careful international 
surveillance of suspects'. M. Saint Merri 
has yielded to the prayers and arguments of 
Vaillant's mistress and has promised to do' 
fend him. 

Deputies Jules Geusde and Antoine 
Jeurdo will take advantage of the Parlia- 
mentary recess to spread the propaganda of 
Socialism. Each will stump the largo 
cities. Qovemmont agents will follow them, 
and should either one overstep the limits 
set by the new laws, he will be instantly ar- 
rested. 

M, Clemenceau, the Radical leader, 
has tried to start a navy scare 
by publishing a sensational note. 
In his Justice newspaper to-day 
he quotes the declaration made by the Eng- 
lish minister in the Commons last night, as 
to the superiority of Britain's tleet, adding 
that a Government inquiry must he made 
rt onco to ascertain the reason of England's 
apparent confidence. The Marine do la 
France, organ of the navy, baa given 
somo basis for Clemenceau's agita- 
tion by maintaining that the French 
torpedo boats in the Mediterranean 
are faulty and cannot be worked 
as planned. The same journal says that the 
newest ironclad, the Magenta, which cost, 
2,51)0,0110 francs, inoliues at an angle of 
eight degrees when turned, even in iv dead 
calm. In view of this defect, Admiral 
Rieunier ordered, tho officers never to turn 
her when going at full speed. When at an- 
chor tho Magenta is inclined at an angle of 
live degrees by the moving of her guns to 
one side.

The application was made in 
behalf of Mrs. Harriett R. Shef- 
field, a niece of Mr. Davis, who claims 
that her rights are not protected in the pro- 
ceedings in the courts of Montana, and as 
she wants to have her day in court Bhe 
seeks to havo tho matter as to the validity 
f her uncle's will disposed uf hero.

ceda. Tho trial commenced on November

general.

QrjEZALTBNANQO, Guatemala, Dec. 20.— 
There was a riot hero on Monday which re 
suited in a conflict between partizuna of 
President Barillas and their opponents. Two 
of the latter were killed und several 
wounded. Two of Barillas' partisans wero 
fatally wounded. Police and troops inter 
fered, making many arrests. 

Choleia in (lie Sultan's Palace. 

Constantino). e, Deo. 20. — A high otlicial 
in the palace of tho Sultan died suddenly 
to-day from an attack of cholera. His death 
has caused a great sensation among tho 
large number of persons employed in various 
capacities about tho placo. 

French Chnnibers Prorogued. 

Paris, Dec. 20. — The French Senato and 
Chamber of Deputies wero prorogued to 
day. Tho decree of prorogation was read 
in tho Senate and Chamber of Deputies 
respectively by M. Casimir Perier, Prime 
Minister, and M. Raynal, Minister of tho 
Interior. 

Against die Sultan. 

Constantinople, Dec. 20. — A number of 
placards attacking tho Sultan of Turkey 
were found posted on tho walls of tho 
Mosque Mohammed II. They wero torn 
down by the police and vigorous search is 
being made to discover their authors. 

" Illustrious " Convict Pardoned. 

Paris, Dec. 20, — M. Ducrot, editor of Le 
Cooarde, who was sentenced on August 7 to 
one year's imprisonment for complicity in 
the forgery of papers alleged to havo been 
stolen from the British embassy in Paris, 
has been pardoned. M. Norton, the 
mulatto who was sentenced to three years 
for the saino offence, will probably be com- 
pelled to serve tho entire period. 

.Here Anarchist Arrests. 

Barcelona, Dec. 20.— Of tho six anar- 
chists who sworo to avenge Pallas fivo have 
been arrested und will be court-martialled.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Dec. 2. — The snag- 
boat Samson, which went aahoro in Wood- 
ward's slough during the fog on Monday, 
got oil' safely at high tide yesterday.

Tho canal which is being cut from the 
Fraser to tho Brunette river ut Sapperton, 
for tho Brunette Sawmills company, will bo 
about eighty feet wido and eleven feet deep.

ON PILOTAGE MATTERS. 

To TUB EDITOR : — It is interesting to 
notice in your issue of the 10th instant a 
report of the meeting of tho American ship- 
masters at Vancouver, discussing a pilotage 
system for British Columbia. It is in keep- 
ing with recent eveuta in Honolulu that a 
fow Yankee skippers ahould form them- 
selves into a committee to regulate pibtago 
matters in this Province, pass resolutions, 
and, I suppose, annex a pilotage system U> 
suit themselves. For pure unadulterated 
and consummate gall, commend mo to a 
down East Yankee skipper. 

Tho resolutions passed at this meeting are 
worthy of attention. 

1. "If tho Province of British Columbia 
is determined to exact compulsory pilotage 
fees to their own disadvantage, any variance 
from tho present system would not be 
desired by the captains of Sim Francisco. 

2. " The captains feel safe when they arc 
steering after a tow boat. 

.'). "'The authorities will bo forced to 
come to time, or their vessels will go olso- 
where for their charters." 

f>. " In tho event of a satiafactory system 
being established to suit tho needs of the 
Province, and a station being established in 
Fuoa Straits ; should their ships bo bound 
for any of our ports, ou being hailed and 
asked where they are bound, they will 
answer ' Port Angeles ' and pass on to 
British Columbia ports unmolested by tho 
pilots." 

If a system of pilotage is established to 
suit tho wants of tho Province, American 
vessels, represented by Captains Sewell, 
Gibson, Lee, Blum, Petersen and company, 
will cease visit ing our ports, to tho detri- 
ment of the Province, then, I suppose it 
will he all up with us. Poor British Co- 
lumbia ! 

Did it ever strike these skippers that the 
world will still jog along, long after they 
have gone down to D.wy Jones' locker ; 
and that, if they do not como hero for car- 
goes of lumber for their own profit (for I 
cannot think they como hero altogether for 
the benefit of tho Province) that we have 
plenty of as good ships as, nay better ones, 
iu Canada than those they have the honor to 
command, who would willingly curry on this 
trade, and give as good satisfaction and 
more employment to Canadian capital, 
which also would leave quito as much money 
in Vancouver and would not make so much 
talk about it? Captain Small's words aro 
ulso applicable hero : " Give these faotB us 
much publicity as you can, for I mean every 
word 1 say." 

These captains from San Francisco com- 
plain of the high pilotage rates as detri- 
mental to the interests of tho province be- 
cause they average fu'OO per ship. Now, I 
venture to say Messrs. Sewell, Gibson, Leo 
& Co. have never paid that amount of pilot- 
age fees In one trip iu this province ; in fact, 
they would pay none if they were not com- 
pelled, not oven after having felt safo behind 
a tow-boat. What would ho tho rate ro- 
(juircd of them Town in tho " city " foi the 
samo service? Why. $3 per foot and two 
cents additional per ton for each and every 
ton register over 000 tons, as against SI per 
ton all told of tho Nanaimo half pilotage, 
and yet these arc tho gentlemen ftom San 
Fraueiaco who complain of tho exorbitant 
pilotago ratea of British Columbia as being 
detrimental to the interests of tho province. 
They require an optioual pilotage system. 
This I suppose is a Yankee notion of reci- 
procity. \\ o do not want them to sacrifice 
either their comfort or their interest to 
obligo us, let thorn go to Puget Sound. We 
can get Canadian ships to do the Canadian 
timber trade. 

Mr. C. G. Johnson's remarks aa reported 
by your special correspondent aro also note- 
worthy. Ho aaka the questions: — "Could 
one cutter attend to all tho shipping ? Could 
not vesBela easily escape them 2" Did tho 
worthy aecrotary to the pilotage authority 
of Now Westminster and Yale ever consider 
what ono pilot cutter does on either side of 
tho Atlantic in the way of attendance on 
shipping? Ho must evidently have been 
very much impressed with the cunning of 
the American tug and her tow who were 
playing " ' possum around Spanish bank on 
u dark night " rather than pay tho moder- 
ate charge of £-2 per foot for half pilotage.

Completes Her Fourteenth Homeward 
Voyage From China and 
Japan. 



Prospect of Further Trouble in Siam 
—The Japanese Parliament 
in Session. 



The R.M.S. Empress of India, O. P. Mar- 
Ehall, R.N.K., commanding, arrived from 
China and Japan early yesterday morning 
with a full cargo but light passenger list. 
Sailing from Yokohama on the Sth instant, 
alio made a somewhat slow but pleasant 
trip, experiencing no ill effects from tho 
terrific galea which now prevail on tho 
Chinese and Japanese coasts, and which 
have worked sad havoc lately with shipping 
loaa able to withstand their violence. Tiriio 
was lost too in attempting to pick up tho 
lights marking the cntranco to the Straits, 
in the deuso fog which prevailed during 
Monday night and Tuesday morning. 

Of tho passengers brought by the India 
tho most notable are Lieut. -Colonel and 
Mrs. Kavenliill who, with Miss Robinson, 
are travelling homo to England, the Colonel 
having retired from tho Governorship of 
Hongkong. They will spend a few days here 
beforo continuing their journey, and aro 
staying at tho Dallas in company with their 
fellow passengers, Lieut. Peltier and Mrs. 
Morse. The other saloon passengers on the 
voyage just completed were Air. J. Berriok, 
Mr. Date, Mr. Charlton Evans, Miss John- 
son and Miss C. Johnson, Mr. J. II. Rosen- 
thal, Mr. A. P. Simpson and Mr. Guatav 
\\ ryersberg. Sir Thomas Moll wraith, the ex- 
Premier of Queensland, who had intended to 
form one of the Empress' party, is delayed 
in Kobe by Lady Moll wraith's serious ill- 
ness; coming up to Japan she contracted a 
sovero cold on the steamer Airlie, which be- 
coming worse forced her to remain in her 
room constantly from her arrival in Kobo 
and which now has developed into pneu- 
monia. 

Tho principal item of newa contained in 
the Empress' mail is tho following from tho 
China mail of Novembor 27— tho last dato 
to hand: " It would appear that the troublo 
between Franco and Siam and England is 
not quite at an ond, for we understand that 
H.B.M.S. Swift, which only arrived on Sat- 
turday from Bangkok, is under orders to 
coal and provision and tako in stores with 
all dispatch and return to Bangkok. H.B 
M.S. Severn bus also been coaled and pro- 
visioned, and has taken on board stores of a 
warlike nature. Sho is under orders to bo 
ready to proceod to Bangkok on two hours' 
notice. H.B.M.S. Archer arrives here from 
Shanghai to-morrow evening. Sho will coal 
at once and proceed to Bangkok. H.B.M. 
S. Pigmy has received orders to be ready 
to proceed to eea at S:,'J0 to-night. " 

The Imperial Japaneao Parliament as- 
sembled on November 25, and on the 30th 
had tho pleasure of congratulating tho Em- 
peror on the birth of a son, tho mother of 
the latest Imperial princo being Madamo 
Sono Sachiko, the Emporor's eighth wife. 
Tho budget speech was delivered in the 
Houso of Representatives on the 2nd inst. 
by M. Watanabe, minister of finance, his 
statement being introduced by Count. Ito, 
the minister president, who briefly reviewed 
rhe policy of tho Government and its results 
during the past year. Special effort had 
been directed toward tho curtailment of ad- 
ministration expenses, and a reorganization 
of tho departments thereby had beenrendored 
necessary. The question of national defenco 
had received careful consideration, and the 
policy of requiring all Government servants 
to contribute ten per cent, of their incomes 
to the defence fund had been found pro- 
ductive of great results. On the wholo 
tho affairs of the country had prospered, and 
the Government, doing as they considered 
best undercireunistances very often adverse, 
had no reason to be ashamed of tho record 
of the year. 

One of tho first subjects to demand the 
consideration of parliament was tho Chis- 
hima-Ravenu collision, which has been mado 
the subject of formal inquiry, with a view- 
to the framing of a law which will prevent 
the possibility of further accidents of like 
character. The question of introducing cor- 
poral punishment in tho schools will also bo 
brought forward during the present session, 
" strikes " having become of frequent occur- 
rence. The last case of the kind is reported 
from Sendai, where over 500 students, be- 
causo they were not allowed two holidays 
which they demanded for tho celebration of 
some anniversary festival, closed the school 
for the two days, established a pupils' re- 
public and held tho masters prisoners of 



BRITAIN'S NAVY. 

Gladstone's Amendment Refusing to Coun- 
tenance Lord Hamilton's Motion 
Finally Adopted. 

London, Doc. 20.— Sir Chas. W. Dilke, 
advanced Radical, menibor for tho Forest of 
Dean division of Gloucestershire, held las; 
night that tho supremacy of tho British 
Navy was no longer beyond question. Tho 
French Navy, be said, was superior to tho 
British as regards rapidity of organization, 
though it was inferior in materials of con- 
Btruction. The Government ought to con- 
sider that England would be unable to count 
upon any outside help in tho event of a 
single-handed war. 

Vice-Admiral Edward Field, Conserva- 
tive member for the Eastbourne division of 
Sussex, said that besides being ablo to cope 
With any two nations combining their fleets, 
Great Britain must provide squadrons for 
the defenco of the "foreign stations. In 
cruisers, he said, Great Britain was far bo- 
hind. 

Sir U. Kay Shuttle worth, Liberal mem- 
ber for tho Clitheroo district of Lancashire 
and Secretary to tho Admiralty, paid that 
tho present was not tho timo to 
make a statement, for tho Government 
in fragmentary form. If tho House con- 
lided in the Government, members might 
rest assured that tho Government would bo 
behind their duty. Tho Government had 
already hastened the construction of torpedo 
boat destroyers, of which thero would bu 
forty-two at tho close of tho financial year. 
The building of the barbette ships Majestic 
and Magnificent had been delayed in order 
to ascertain whether any lesson of instruc- 
tion could bo learned from tho ill-fated 
Victoria. The Government was fully alive 
to the uocessity of keeping paco with the 
naval expenditures of foreiun nations and 
plans to that end had occupied the atten- 
tion of the Admiralty for some time. 

Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, leader 
of the Unionist Liberals, twitted the previ- 
ous speaker with avoiding every vital 
point of the question. The Primo Minister's 
contention that tho navy was more than 
sufficient, said Mr. Chamberlain, was not 
uccepted by any body deserving to be re- 
garded as an authority. If war was de- 
clared to-morrow tho navy would bo com- 
pelled to cut and run. Franco and Italy 
know this perfectly. Mr. Chamberlain 
tuunted tho Government with evading 
great measures. They wanted no ques- 
tions, he said, they wanted merely a 
blank cheque. Was it wiBe for the House 
of Commons so to confido in any govern- 
ment '! If war occurred, unless Great 
Britain was prepared for it, tens of millions 
of pounds would not provent her defeat. 
He greatly feared that tho estimates would 
prove altogether inadequate, inasmuch as 
the Government had said nothing to iudi- 
cato that they recognized tho gravity of tho 
situation. Yet tho emergency was fur 
greater and tho danger nearer than was tho 
case in 1884. In concluding Mr. Chamber- 
lain urged that whenever any of tho allied 
nations built threo warships Great Britain 
ought to build five, and whenovor any built 
ono cruiser, Great Britain ought to build 
two. 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of tho 
Exchovuer, declared tho Admiralty was 
taking all necessary stops to maintain tho 
supremacy of the British navy. The Primo 
Minister, he said, in comparing tho British 
navy with other navies, had mentioned tho 
year 1S97, because oil vessels known to be 
building in differont countries would then 
be completed. Great Britain would then 
have twenty-ono firat-class warships ; 
Franco would have fifceenund Russia would 
bavo nine. When tho Government declared 
tho situation satisfactory, they repeated tko 
opinions of experts of tho Admiralty. 

Right. Hon. G. J. Goschon, Liberal 
Unionist, who was Chancollor of the Ex- 
chequer in Lord Salisbury's last administra- 
tion, followed. 

Sir William Harcourt spoko amid con- 
stant cries of "DiviJo ! divide !" 

Mr. Gladstone's amendment to the effect 
that tho House rcfuso to countenance Lord 
George Hamilton's motion was carried by a 
voto of 210 to 204.

RELIGION IN MUNICIPALITY. 

An Important Departure Inaugurated in Chi- 
cago— Parkhnrst Crusades to 
lipeln. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 20. — An important move- 
ment looking to the supervision of muni- 
cipal affairs under religious auspices, and a 
movement which will bo watched with in- 
terest throughout tho country, was intro- 
duced here to-day. At noon prominent 
clergymen, representative of every religious 
denomination, as well as tho Salvation 
Army, assembled at Willard hull, in tho 
Woman's Temple, and formed a Cen- 
tral Union teligions body for ag- 
gressive work in municipal af- 
fairs. It is proposed to divide tho 
city into districts and to bring about tho 
enforcement in euch of the laws for the sup- 
pression of gambling, tho regulation of the 
liquor troffio, of houses of ill-fame and the 
suppression of professional prostitution. 
Tho ministers propose to go to work in 
earnest and to adopt the most radical 
methods. An old law has been unearthed 
which gives tho power to any ten men to 
call upon the polico for aid in suppressing 
houaes of ill-fame. Ten representative 
divines, it ia said, havo banded themselves 
together to enforce this law, and havo 
pledged themselves to shut up every house 
or die on their doorsteps. Tho indications 
are that within a few weeks ten Parkhnrst 
crusades in ono will havo begun in Chicago.

An Anarchist Confesses to Having CauBed 
the Theatre Casualty. 

London, Doc. 20.— A Barcelona dispatch 
says Jose Codlna, anarchist, who was lately 
arrested, has confessed that ho was the per- 
petrator of tho dynamite explosion that 
occurred in tho Lycoo theatre thero on tho 
night of Novomhor 7, when upwards of 
thirty persons wero killed.

was patiently heard. Tho Attorney-General 
did his duty ably ami zealously, but at tho 
Bitiio time fairly. Tho highest encomium 
that could ho pronounced upon a law otlicur 
of the Crown is contained in tho address of 
tho counsol for tho defence, who performed 
his diOicult duty with an ability, an ingenu- 
ity and un ibSistenoe that won for hiin the 
good opinion of all who attondod tho 
trial. That gentleman said: " Tho ac- 
cused had no ground of complaint against 
theproBecution, the Attorney-General having 
in this case performed his duties in a man- 
ner becoming a lawyer and a gentleman." 
After a trial of twelvo days a jury, not ono 
member of which could possibly have had 
tho slightest prejudice against tho accused, 
found him guilty of wiliul murder. And 
thus for tho good of tho whole Province tho 
law was vindicated. 

Tho fato of Stroebel will doubtless ho » 
warning to all who are inclined to resort to 
lawless violence to accomplish their ends. 
They will know that they cannot commit 
crime with impunity. Tho story of his trial 
will convince them that darkness cannot 
hide their guilt nor cau thoir own plausi- 
bility or the skill of counsel save thorn from 
the punishment they deserve. It is moat 
deplorable that such crimes as that of Lho 
murder of Marshall aro committed, but it 
is a matter of congratulation that when 
they aro committed, the administrators of 
tho law in the province are never satisfied 
until every thing is done thot can bo done to 
bring those who commit them to justice.

stranded with little hopo of being ublo to 
oarn wages and no ability to go elsewhere 
except oil foot. 

Much has been done by tho charitably to 
relievo tho distress, but the generosity of 
tho benevolent con give only temporary 
relief. But tho distress is not contined to 
Chicago. There are " famiuo districts " in 
Michigan, and it is said that it will require 
fully 8100,000 to save the people of ono of 

Lhesu districts, Lhu Gogebic range, from 
starvation during tho winter. In Min- 
nesota there aro largo numbers out of work, 
and in Now York City and New York 
State those who depend upon charity for 
tho food they eat, are counted by tho 
thousand. Even this Pacific Coast is not 
free from destitution. Tho unemployed 
in San Francisco are very numerous, uud 
tho pinch of want is felt by very many who 
hitherto have known it only by name. 

It was Muoaulay, we think, who said that 
when the vacant lands of tho United States 
were occupied and population began to bo 
out of proportion to tho moans of subsist- 
ence ils inhabitants, then living in enviable 
comfort, would have to face the problems 
that the statesmen and philanthropists of 
Europe were trying vainly to solvo. That 
timo has eon o sooner than the great histor- 
ian, or indeed any ono else, expected. It 
docs not Bcein that the Americans aro at all 
better able to cope with tho social difficul- 
ties with which they are beset than are the 
people of Europe, nor are their institutions 
better calculated to alleviate popular dis- 
tress than aro the "effete" systems of tho 
Old World.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF LAW. 

Society, as well as tho individual citizen, 
has often unpleasant duties to perform. Ono 
of these is tho discovery and punishment of 
offenders. It is most important that thoso 
who violate the laws which society has 
enacted for its preservation and regulation 
should bo found out and duly punished. If 
those laws could bo violated with impunity 
and lifo and property deprived of protec- 
tion, anarchy with all its ovils would bo 
sure to ensue. It is therefore tho 
b mnden duty of thoso to whom 
a country entrusts the enforcement 
of its laws to do all in their 
power to find out the violators of laws and 
to punish them when they aro discovered. 
Tho greater zeal they show, and tho more 
efficient they aro in the performance of 
this duty, the more valuable are their ser- 
vices to the community, and tho better 
qualified they aro for tho offices they fill. 
On the other hand, when thoso who are en- 
trusted with the enforcement of the laws 
aro lax in the performance of their duties, 
when they aro not a terror to evil-doers, 
society becomes demoralized, tho law is hold 
in contempt, and the country in which such 
a state of things exists becomes an unsufe 
and an unpleasant ono to live in. 

That country is happy in which the peo- 
ple are law-abiding, and the best way, and, 
io fact, the only way, to make a country law- 
abiding is to enforce its laws strictly and 
promptly. Laxity in the administration of 
justice, no matter how it may be brought 
about, is one of tho greatest evils, if not tho 
greatest evil, from which a civilized com- 
munity can suffer, And justice, to be ef- 
fective, must be administered in a formal 
way and by the properly constituted au- 
thorities. Justice, ao-cilled, administered 
h> self constituted bodies in an unauthorized 
und irregular manner, becomes in all but 
very exceptional cases u very dangerous 
form of lawlessness and dijordcr. 

In new and sparsely peopled coun- 
tries like British Columbia, men aro 
apt to disregard lav/. 'The tendency is 
for men to do what is tight in their own 
eyes without regard to law. In sue!, 
countries iL behoves tho officers of the law, 
from tho highest to tho lowost, to be vigi- 
lant und prompt and courageous in the per- 
formance of their duty. Those in such a 
country who aro disposed to break the laws, 
should be made to know that justice is alert, 
watchful and strong. It is only by check- 
in ; tho beginnings of evil that crime can bo 
effectually repressed and order preserved. 

Tho people of British Columbia aro to bo 
congratulated that in their province justice 
is firmly and offootivuly administered. 
Nothing is allowed to stand in the way of 
the conviction and punishment of men who 
have been proved to have been guilty of serious 
offences against the law. Thero is no undue 
stringency. The accused aro allowed overy 
opportunity of defending themselves. No 
point is unduly strained against them. 
The judges are careful to boo that they get 
fair play. 

The Stroebel trial is a case in point. A 
peaceful, unoffending citizen was wantonly 
murdered at his own door. As a result tii 
the inquiries promptly made, a viailor at tho 
house of the decoased— a man who had 
partaken of his hospitality— was suspected 
of having done tho deed. Tho suspected 
man waB arrested. Mo unfair advantago was 
taken of his youth and his inexperience. 
He was warned moro than onco to say noth- 
ing that could bo UBed against him at his 
trial. Tho ollicors of justice, with praise- 
worthy industry and intelligence, rigidly 
onquired into tho circumstances precedent 
to tho murder, and collected all lho 
evideuco that could bo obtained. Tho 
accused was fuirly tried at Westminster. 
The jury did not agreo. In order that 
there should bo no failuro of justico tho 
venuo was changod to Victoria and Stroo- 
bel's second trial came off at tho oarliou 
possihlo day. That trial was an uncommonly 
long ono. Every witness who had anything 
to Bay in favor of tho prisonor was brought 
to Victoria at tho expense of tho Crown and

The President's message on the Hawaiian 
situation shows that ho is not disposed to 
overstep his powers or to act tho part of a 
dictator. When ho was convinced that the 
naval forco of tho United States had boon 
unduly used to dethrone the Queen of the 
Islands, and to establish u Provisional Gov- 
ernment, ho made up his mind to undo, as 
far as it could bo undone, the injustice that 
hud been committed. But in doing this net 
of justico ho took good care to keep \ 
within his constitutional powers. He knew 
that ho could use only moral force and 
peaceful mcanB to redress the wrong. 
Mr. Willis wus therefore empowerod to 
represent matters fairly to President 
Dole, and to inform tho Qucon that the 
President could only net in her behalf pro- 
vided she could bring herself to consent to 
lay aside all thought of revenge and treat 
the men who had deposed her as if they had 
not offended against her. This was a great 
deal to ask, for it may naturally be sup- 
posed that Liliuokalaui would not consider 
herself aafo on tho throne as long as tho men 
who had successfully plotted against her 
were in tho country and at liberty to uso 
their inlluenco in opposition to her Govern- 
ment. No ono, thorufore, need won- 
der that tho Queen declined tho Presi- 
dent's offer. Tho luct is that President 
Cleveland wished to do what was im- 
possible for any human power to effect. 
He proposed that " the restored Government 
should resume authority as it its continuity 
had not been interrupted." In other words 
ho wanted to place things in Hawaii exactly 
us thoy were before tho revolution. The 
l'rcsident of the United States forgot for 
the men. cut that there is in human 
nets, even those that ure apparently trilling, 
much that is irrevocable. It is impossible 
aftor au act has been done to put everything 
that related to it in exactly the same posi- 
tion as it was befoie it had taken placo. If 
this is easily seen with regard to the acts of 
individuals, how much more is it apparent 
with respect to the changes that aro effected 
in communities, 'J'hero is no power on earth 
that cau place the Hawaiian community 
in tho same position us it was before 
tho Queen was dethroned, and it Is 
atnsz'ng that a man of Mr. Cleve- 
land's ability did not see this. The 
United States by tho exercise of physical 
forco or by threatening to U3c physical 
force, can place Liliuokalaui on the throne 
again, but if that country were a thousand 
times moro powerful than it is, it would not 
make tho people who would then be her 
! subjects feel towards her and think of her 
us they did before she w-s dethroned. 

The Qucon is f.vr better as sho is than if 
she were restored to the throne by any 
other power than the consent of tho people 
over whom tha rnu;it rule. Thoso people 
must not only restore her, but they must 
bo prepared to maintain her on the throne 
when she is restored. This, aa far as can 
bo Eeon, th-jy show no disposition to elo. 
They h kve all along been perfectly passive. 
There does not seem to bo a sp irk of w hat 
is called loyalty in their composition, if 
tho Queen depends upon them to sustain 
her cause, it is ubundently clear that bIio 
places her trust in something weaker than u 
broken reed.

DISTRESS IN THE STATUS. 

Tho United Slates is fast falling into tho 
condition of some of tho most crowded parts 
of the Old World. Iu them tho struggle 
for existence is becoming exceedingly severe. 
Nearly all of tho cities swarm with tho un- 
employed and tho destitute. Tho slums of 
Now York and Chicago aro as squalid and of 
fensivo as aro thoso of London and Liverpool. 
Tho destitution in Chicago is simply ter- 
rible, and what to do with the unemployed 
is a problem which neither tho civio nor tho 
state authorities have begun to solvo. Tho 
Tribune of tho 13th, says :— 

Tho number of destitute porsona in this 
eity is appalling. Thoso who havo no 
homes, neither placo to sleep nor food to oat 
except what is furnished free of cost to 
themselves, are numbered by thousands, 
und doubtless theso uro but a small propor- 
tion of all those who ace threatened by tho 
wolf at tho door. Tho dullness of business, 
which is felt all ovor tho country, is empha- 
sized painfully hero by tho cessation of 
many avenues of employment that closed 
with tho Fair. Tho liat of aufTurers includes 
not only great numbers of those who found 
regular work horo a year or two ago, but 
many of thoso who wero attractod by tho 
Fair oxcitcmout and now find themselves

The claim is described 
by the parties interested as on tho harbor 
front, on Imperial Government property, 
and very close to tho town. Tho locator is 
John Sanderoook, shoemaker, of 43 Quadra 
streot, who has two or three other Vic- 
torians interested with him In tho discov- 
ery, all sharing the opinion that their claim 
will provo one of tho greatest finds British 
Columbia lias over known.

STROEBEL CONFESSES 



That It Was He Who Fired the Fatal 
Shots Killing Jolm 
Marshall. 



The Two Quarrelled About Lizzie 
Bartlett— Counsel for Defence 
Deceived.

Albert Stroobel, the convicted murderer 
of John Marshall of Sumus Prairie, yes- 
terday confessed himself guilty of firing 
tho fatal shots whioh a chain of conclu- 
sive circumstantial evidence had fastened 
upon him. The truth waa first told to 
Lizzie Bartlett, the doomed man's sweet- 
heart, during u morning visit to his 
cell. Later in tho day Strocbel sent for 
Mr. Morrison, who hud conducted his dc- 
fenco, und to whom he repeated the story. 

When u Colonist representative after- 
wards called at tho juil ho found Stroebel 
" not quito ready to talk," as ho expressed 
it. Ho had, ho aaid, Iuid all the facts be- 
foro hia lawyer, and Mr. Morrison had 
promised to think tho matter over and see 
if un opportunity could bo secured for him 
to make his confession to the judge before 
whom he bad been tried. 

It wus suggested that tho time for this 
had in all probability passed, and that it 
would have been bolter to havo told tho 
truth betoro. 

"I guess it don't much matter," was 
Stroebel's rejoinder. " I know that I didn't 
murder him if I did kill him. I shot him 
in self defence." 

Then in fragmentary aentencfs ho pro- 
ceeded to give the headings of the story ho 
hud told to Lizzie Bartlett and subsequently 
to Mr. Morrison. 

" 1 don't want to go over it all now," he 
explained. " 1 want to tell it in court, and 
if 1 don't get a chance to do that, why, if 
you can come up here to-morrow I'll give 
you the whole thing. They were all ' oil ' 
about robbery; money had nothing to do iu 
the matter. Old Marshall threatened to 
kill me and tried to do it, und I shot him to 
save myself. 

"The trouble started at tho supper table 
about Lizzie Bartlett. Ho wanted to marry 
hor, ho said, and when 1 told him wo were 
engaged ho got furious und threatened to 
kill mo. There was a littlo axe there and 
ho nude to striku mo with it. The uxe, 
when I dodged it, struck the side of the 
door, and when ho went to como at mo 
uguin I shot him. Wo worcu't moro than 
from hero to thero" (pointing to the wall 
some four feet away) " apart. 

" Marshall was a man of very suvago 
temper; he was a 'Portugee'. I was friends 
with him at the time but wo had had trouble 
before and I knew what a temper he hud. 
Of course I waa a fool not to tell tho truth 
about it, and to have misled my lawyers. It 
wasn't by their advice that I took the courBe 
I did. The first they knew about the facta 
waa this afternoon. I didn't breatho a word 
to a living soul till to-dny. " 

When Lizzie Bartlett returned to hor 
hotel uftcr her first visit to Stroebel yester- 
day, she gave an outline of what he hud told 
her. This wus that ho hud had a quarrel with 
Marshall " over her " and Marshall threat- 
ened to kill him, whereupon ho had fired 
the fatal Bhots. She had not, she said, be- 
lieved ut any timo that Stroebel did the 
deed and the confession from his own lips 
came us a horriblo surprise. 

Ollicer Moresby wus spoken to lust even- 
ing in regard to Stroebel's lust statement, 
and asked it he had noticed any marks on 
tho side of the door such as might have 
been made by an axe blow. He said that ho 
had not, and that he was sure no such mark 
hud an existence. As to the axe, if there 
had been one it would havo been found — 
and it was not. On this point, Mr. Morri- 
Eon Bays that Stroebel told him yesterday he 
hud, without thinking what he was doing, 
hidden the uxe under tho wood pilo. 

Stroebel's coolness has not yet deserted 
him. He conversed calmly yesterday, dis- 
cussing hia fate with apparent unconcern, 
and manifested no emotion when, after a 
long conversation, he bade Lizzie Bartlett 
good-bye last evening. Sho slated yester- 
day, that but for the murder they would 
have been married within two weeks of the 
fatal night.

Tho Full Judgment of the British 
Court at Yoko- 
hama. 



No Reason to Disbelieve the Explan- 
ation Given by Captain 
He Kiel. 



lu tho British court at Yokohama on tho 
4th inBtaut, Judgo Mowat, sitting us a 
judgo in Admiralty, rendered tho following 
written decision in tho onae of tho sealing 
schooner Maud S., of this port. Tho caso 
is tho first on record taken under tho " Seal 
Fishery (North Pacific) Ordor-in-Counoil of 
1S93," and therefore possesses peculiar in- 
terest. As already intimated by cable tho 
judgment was in favor of the schooner : 

" Tho suit is ono of forfeiture instituted 
by Her Majesty's consul at this port against 
tho British schooner Maud S. in respect of 
an alleged breach of tho provisions of ' Tho 
Seal Fishery (North Paoifio) Act, ISO.'!,' and 
of ' Tho Seal Fishery (North Pacific) Order- 
in-Council,' 1893 ' — under tho combined pro- 
visions of which enactments tho killing or 
bunting of . soaks within a zone of thirty 
milos round tho Komandoraki Islands, 
(amongst other specitied districts) is pro- 
hibited between tho 4th of July, 189.'!, and 
tho 1st of January, 1894. There is also a 
counter-claim for damage by tho defendant, 
tho master and owner of the schooner. 

" At tho close of the c:ise I bad no doubt 
as to either of the matters in issue, but I 
thought it desirablo under ull tho circum- 
stances, and more especially as this was the 
first case brought under tho Act and Order- 
in. Council, to put my judgment into writing. 

" The Maud S. , which left. Yokohama in 
April last on a sealing cruise, was seized by 
His Imperial Russian Majesty's dispatch 
boat Vakout at 5 a.m. on the L'SKh August, 
at a distanco of twenty-two miles from tho 
southern point of Copper Island, ono of tho 
Komandoraki group ; and of the fifry-seven 
Bealskins thou found on board, two are des- 
cribed in tho Russian protocol of seizuro as 
being ' perfectly fresh and still wet.' It has 
thus, under tho 6th sub-section 1 of the Act, 
becomo incumbent on tho master to prove 
that his vessel was not, as a fact, at tho 
timo and place in question ' used 
or employed in contravention of tho 
Act.' His own evidence and that 
of tho crew havo left no doubt what- 
ever on my mind that tho two seals wore 
killed, ono lato in tho forenoon and tho 
other early in tho afternoon, of tho day 
previous ; and I have further come to tho 
conclusion, on the evidence mainly of tho 
maaler and his chief officer, that tho seals 
were not killed within tho prohibited zone 
Tho evidence of both these witnesses— and I 
see no reason at all to disbelieve it — is that 
their vessel was at. noon in Lat. 53° 24' N. , 
and that tho EN. K. course set at 12:30 
brought her at 4 p.m. into Lat. 53' 35' N., 
that is to say, when the seals were caught 
she could not have been within fifty miles 
of tho island. Indeed, counsel for the 
Crown practically abandoned this part of 
the case. He urged, however, that tho 
ship, being indisputably within tho prohib- 
ited mono when seized on tho morning of tho 
29th, must bo considered to have been 
then in pursuit of seals. Now, tho 
master ascribes tho fact of his being 
within the zone at all to an error in his 
chronometer, by which he was misled as to 
his truo position, and denies hunting for 
seals while there. Nor is his evidence on 
these point3 an after-thought, for at tho 
time of the Beizuro ho appended to tho pro- 
tocol a memorandum as follows : ' I, Rob- 
ert McKiel, do hereby declare that my ves- 
eol being inside of Thirty Mile Zono of Com- 
mander island is caused by my chronometer 
being in error, and in going from the south- 
ern waters to hunting ground north of the 
island, I got inside tho limit when I 
thought I was at least fiftoen miles to the 
eastward of my position, and the two fresh 
skins wore taken yesterday when my vessel 
was forty miles to tho southward of her 
present position, and I also declare that my 
boats havo not left tho vessel, nor has there 
been a seal taken since I have been inside of 
the above-described zone, and on above 
grounds I protest against confiscation.' 

"It appears that hav ing been advised a 
few days before by a brothor captain to try 
tho sealing ground to the north of the 
Island, he had started on his way thither 
on tho morning of tho 28th, tho day rn 
which ho caught tho two seals. At 7 p.m. 
on that day he made his position long. KiS 
dog. 5 min. E. and lat. 53 deg. 42 min. N. , 
and he then sot a N. E. by N. course. This 
course would have carried him clear of the 
zono bad the longitude been correct, but. 
owing to bis chronometer placing him 15 
miles farther to tho E. than ho really n is 
tho course set brought him, in the early 
morning of tho 20th, inside the zone instead 
of to the E. of it. If that is an honest 
account of the matter, I doubt whether 
actually sealing under tho circumstance", 
i.e., under a bona fido mistake as to bis real 
position, could bo properly considered as a 
contravention of the statute ; it certainly 
would bo very harsh, if u sound construction 
of the Act. But his evidence goes on to 
establish that immediately on land being r< - 
portotl, which was shortly after -1 o'clock, 
ho altered his course to N.E., and a moment 
later, after consulting the chart, to E. by 
N., with the view of gotting away from the 
land as quickly as possible, not, however, 
because he thought himself inside the zone, 
but becauso ho was nearer the land than he 
cared to be. Half an hour after this, ho 
says, and while still standing away from the 
island, ho Highted the vessel that turned out 
to bo tho Vakout. 

" Now in all this, there is nothing in the 
slightest degree improbable, nor, as will 
appear, is it any way inconsistent with the 
statements in tho Russian documents— on 
which alone in consequence of tho seizors 
not having thought fit, to produce witnesses, 
tho Ciiao for tho Crown rests. If, then, I be- 
lieve the master's account of tho matter, he 
will havo discharged the presumption which 
arises against the ship under tho Act from 
tho mero presence within the prohibited 
zono with Bealskins on board, and thero will 
then bo an end of tho cbbo for the Crown. 
Against the master's version thero is, be- 
sides the protocol already referred fejo, o:ie 
other document — tho decision upon tho m is- 
ter's protest of tho commission of Russian 
officers, but that doeH not really carry the 
caso against tho ship any farther than the 
statements in the protocol do. The grounds 
upon which ' the decision ' is based are 
thus stated: — 'Considering that when tho 
schooner Maud S. was sighted from the 
despatch-boat bIio was going in tho direc- 
tion from tho southern point of Copper 
Island to tho sea, on a day when the weather 
being poifectly clear it was possible in con- 
sequence of tho distinct visibility of tho 
shores, to take tho bearings, and ulao that 
thero was nothing to bear out the master's 
declaration (as, on inspection of tho schooner, 
no official log-book was to bo found), and, 
finally that on said inspection Bomo fresh 
sealskins woro found and tho traces of. blood 
had not yet dried.' Now, as to tho first 
ground— viz., that tho Maud S. when 



sighted was standing out to soa — that is 
obviously what an innocent master would 
do when he discovered that ho bad got loo 
near the land. No doubt a master who had 
knowingly cone inside the zono to hunt seals 
would equally havo altered his courso eoa- 
warda if be saw a cruiser approaching, and the 
Vakout was tairly entitled, under tho cir- 
cumstances as observed by her, to assume 
that such was tho caso with tho Maud S 
But tho sohoouor'u presence within tho zone 
being susceptible of two explanations, one 
of them consistent with innocence, the ques- 
tion of guilt or innocence manifestly can- 
not bo determined by that one circumstance 
alone. As to tho error in tho chronometer, 
it appears that chronometers of this class of 
veasols are frequently more or less incorrect. 
In tho Parliamentary Paper ' Russia, No. 3 
(1893),' which was referred to for mother 
purpose in tho ease, 1 find, in the report of 
the Special (Russian) Commission appointed 
to inquire into the circumstances attending 
the seizuro last year of several British seal- 
ers in tho vicinity of Copper Island, that 
tho chronometer of tho Marie, ono of tho 
vessels in question, had, curiously, the same 
amount of error as in this case. 

" The second ground of tho decision is 
that as no official logbook was found thoro 
was nothing to bear out tho master's de- 
claration. It would appear from tho evi- 
dence that it was probably tho absence of 
an official logbook which really led to tho 
vessel being ordered to Yokohama, and if 
so, the loss of tho logbook— for it soema to 
havo been lost— was a most unfortunate 
circumstance for tho master. But if it hail 
been forthcoming, it would not havo con- 
tained any entries bearing ono way or tho 
other upon the questions of tho position or 
course of the ship or tho time when or place 
where the aeals had been caught, for under 
English law such entries would not appear 
in an official logbook at all. Tho absence, 
then, of tho official logbook was a circum- 
stance from which no unfavorable inference 
as to the facts in issue iu tho caso could 
properly bo drawn, though, I may add, 
1 can quite understand tho suspicion which 
such a circumstance would not unnaturally 
creato in the minds of the Russian officers. 
Then the last ground assigned is that 'some' 
(really ouiy two) 'fresh sealskins were found 
and the traces of blood had not yot dried.' 
No evidence has been giveu in opposition to 
that of tho master as to the time during 
which Bealskins would remain fres'>. and I 
havo no difficulty in believing th.^ akins 
would remain wet and traces of tho blood 
upon them would not dry for tho interval 
which elapsed— fifteen and eighteen hours 
at tho most — between their having been 
taken from tho animals and their being 
found In tho damp hold (used as a salting 
room, of tho ship. Moreover, as I havo 
already observed, counsel for tho Crnwn 
did not Boriously dispute the timo when 
tho animals wero caught. 

" Having thus gono into the question at 
some length — as under the circumstances I 
considered it adviaablo to do — it appears 
clear that theio is no real conflict between 
the maBter's statement and the documentary 
evidence on tho othor sido. As I am further 
quite satisfied of his truthfulness, and I will 
add, of his bona fid':* throughout, I pro- 
nounco in favor of tho ship and dismiss tho 
petition. 

" Tho potition being dismissed thero 
arises tho remaining question in tho case, 
tho defendant's counter claim for damages. 
In tho pleading ho basea the counter claim 
on unreasonable delay in instituting tho 
proceedings and unreasonably long detention 
of tho vessel, but in argument his case was 
preBenied on a broader basis, viz., that 
thero was no reasonable ground for the de- 
tention at all. 

" I think thero is no foundation for tho 
counter-claim. Although tho vessel herself 
arrived iu Yokohama on tho 25th Septem- 
ber, under the provisional certificate given 
to her by the Russian commander to enable 
her to proceed thither, her papers with the 
Russian documents establishing the ground 
of seizure did not reach the plaintiff till 
tho 4th October, and early in that month 
he instructed council to take tho necessary 
steps to bring her before tho court for adju- 
dication. The petition, it is truo, was not 
served till the 4th November, but it was 
open to tho defendant in the meanwhile, 
under the second sub section of Section 2 of 
the Act, to procure the lease of hia ship by 
giving satisfactory security for her appear- 
ance in the event of any legal proceedings 
being taken; and auy delay after the pro- 
ceedings were instituted (which is all that 
is left to support the ' unreasonably long 
detention of the vessel ' ) could havo been 
dealt with on the defendant's application 
under our P.ulo of Procedure G3. 

"As to the contention that there were no 
reasonable grounds for any detention of the 
vessel at all — a contention which, in strict 
nesa, is not open to the defendant on hia 
pleading as it stands — I am unable to accede 
to it. Plaintiff had the order in council 
from which he learnt both of the prohibi- 
tion of sealing by British ships at certain 
places during a certain period, and ot the 
arrangement between Her Majesty and the 
Emperor of Russia, whereby Russian cruis- 
ers were authorized to seize British ships 
found seating in contravention of the order 
in council ; ho had also tho protocol of seiz- 
ure by a Russian war vessel, setting out 
facts from which ho could reasonably 
suspect that an offence againBt the 
order had been committed, and though, 
it is truo, ho was not aware of tho actual 
terms of the act of parliament under which 
the order-in-council was framed, he bad of- 
ficial information of it, and ho was entitled 
to assume that it would prescribe penalties 
for tho offences specified in tho order ; and 
he was therefore, iu my opinion, fully justi- 
fied in detaining tho ship, as bo did. 

" In tho result, then, both tho plaintiffs 
petition and I he defendant's counter-claim 
aro dismissed. Each party will bear his 
own costs." 

Thero wero present in the court when the 
judgment was delivered Mr. If. C. Litch- 
field, crown prosecutor, who appeared for 
tho nominal plaintiff— Mr. James Troup, 
II.B.M.'s consul ; Mr. I). McNeill, who ap- 
peared for tho schooner, defendant ; Capt. 
MoKiol, her muster ; Consul Troup, and 
Princo Lobaaow do Rostow, H.I.R.M.'s 
vice consul.

The British Squadron Will Protect 
British Interests and Disregard 
tho Blockade. 



BAUIA, Brazil, Doc. 20. — Nowa has been 
received hero from Rio that a battle has 
jusc been fought between tho insurgent fleet 
and the loyalist forces, tho result of which 
is doubtful. Tho rebel land forces aro said 
to bo steadily drawing near tho capital from 
the south. Tho ship agents of tho Nicthcroy, 
Peixoto's now dynamite cruiser from New 
York, havo solved tho problem of gettinj. 
crow for tho ship to light against Mello's 
men-of-war by a simple method. They have 
"shanghaied" fifty native Brazilians and 
sent them on board in irons. 

Montevideo, Dec. 20. — News from Rio 
de Janeiro is that tho commander of tho 
British squadron tin tho bay has received 
express orders from London to protect 
British interests in Brazil and to disregard 
tho blockade of the fort threatened by tho 
rebel fleet. The Brazilian Government has 
officially designated a new landing place for 
foreign vessels at the Praia Ilarmotiia (If u-- 
mony bay)- Tho Aquidabau and Esperauza 
havo left lalha Grande for some unknown 
cause. Some surmise that they havo gone 
to meet tho Nicthroy, others think that they 
are seeking to keep out of the dynamite 
cruiser's way. 

Pernamucco, Dec. 20. — The Brazilian 
warship America is outside of the harbor. 
The elections have been postponed until 
March 1. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Market Closed Irregular and Compared With 
the Previous Day Showed Slight 
Gains. 

New York, Dec. 20.— Distillery and 
cattle feeding was tho feature of railway 
and miscellaneous speculation to-day. The 
stock opened at 27a. rose to 2SJ, dropped to 
24, rallied to 2GJ, fell back to 21} and ic 
ctvered to 25}. Tho transactions in tho 
stock amounted to 91,590 shares out of a 
grand total for the entire list of 294,01)5. 
Tho early break in distilleries was duo to a 
report from Washington that Secretary Car- 
lisle would not recommend any increase in 
tho tax on distilled spirits. Later, when 
this was refuted by the publica- 
tion of tho Secretary's annual report 
advising an additional taxation of 10 cents 
per gallon, the atock rallied sharply. The 
covering of short contracts had something 
to do with tho rally at tho time. Tho rise, 
however, led to fresh sales for both ac- 
counts. General electric advanced 1} to 
3S}, fell to 36g and recovered to 30^. 
Stories were circulated to the effect that the 
system was to bo disintegrated, and that 
the conditions existing before tho consolida- 
tion of tho Edison Electric and Thomson- 
Houston Co. would again prevail so far as 
capital, bonded debt, etc., aro concerned. 
The market closed irregular, and com- 
pared with yesterday's final prices, bIiowb 
gains of J to J por cent. Closing bids :

London, Deo. 20. — Mr. Thomas Sexton, 
unti-Parnellito member for North Kerry,

0?!ffi{Sation being made on re.'.'5' ous 
grounds in the selection of jurors 
in Inland. Right Hon. James liryce, 
chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
who, during tho absence of the Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, answers questions in 
hia stead, said that tho Government had 
never instructed tho Crown solicitors, deal- 
ing with prosecutions in the Irish courts, to 
ascertain the religious beliefs of jurors. Mr. 
Sexton declared that this answer to his 
question was not satisfactory. He added 
that when it was opportuno he would move 
that instructions be given to Crown solicit- 
ors to stop the practice of challenging jurors 
on account of their religious belief. 

AFFAIRS AT RIO, 

People on the NIctiicroy Side of the Bay i'rae- 
tlcally Prisoners. 

London, Leo. 19. — Letters received by 
London commercial firms from agents in 
Rio Janeiro givo gloomy descriptions of 
the present statn of affairs. The letters 
aro dated November '_>7. The em- 
ployes of tho houses on the Nictberoy 
side of tho buy were hardly other than 
prisonera. During the day they were afraid 
to go out in the business part, of the 
city. From dawn to nightfall cannon 
were booming and small arms kept up a 
rattling fire. Shot large and small, dropped 
in the streets, making everybody who was 
obliged to be abroad fear constantly for his 
safety. "After nightfall." wrote ono cor- 
respondent, "soldiers stop and rob people 
in tho atreets, and ' the police assist the 
loldiers in stopping and searching pe- 
destrians, as they say, for arms, which is 
but another name for robbery. 

AN ARRANT RASCAL. 

How an Anarchist Endeavored to Prevent 
Ills Capture. 

Paris, Dec. 19 — Jacques Morigau Atneli- 
t int, the Anarchist, was arrested yesterday. 
When the polico arrived at hi3 room tl.ey 
found that ho was in bed. They knocked 
at his room and told him that he was 
wanted. He took his arrest very coolly, 
and at once began to dress himself. When 
he was dressed he drew a dagger that, he 
had concealed in a pocket and sprang upon 
Policeman Bernard, who was in charge of 
the ofikers. The latter was prepared for 
him, and before he could do any harm he 
was overpowered and ironed. A search 
made of his room resulted in the finding < f 
a quantity of explosive matter, which was 
subsequently submitted to M. G. Girard, 
director of tho Paris police, for analysis. 
The explosives possess extraordinary power.

Take for example a cofl'eo costing in Mon- 
treal or Toronto .'10 cents per pound would 
land hero for .'!.'! cents. Tho same article 
imported by direct steamers to Victoria can 
bo and is sold at 28 cento, being an actual 
saving of d cents per pound, or a trifle over 
15 per cent, surely enough to make it an ob- 
jout of consideration. 

Coffees brought from San Francisco have to 
stand a 10 per cent, duty, besides freight, 
wharfage, etc., which is another 2 percent.;

IS VICTORIA A DIVIDED HOUSE? 

To the EDITOR : —It must have been with 
amazement and resentment that your readers 
received the fact that the railway octopus 
was arranging its forces to draw another 
portion ot tho life-blood from Victoria. 
The Canadian Paoifio Railway ever since it 
opened business with this coast, has sought 
to kill the trade ot Victoria so that its town 
lots at Vancouver might receive the benefit. 
The attack was carried on rather openly at 
first, and Van Horns made littlo effort to 
conceal ids intentions. He found, however, 
that the work ho had undertaken could not 
be so easily accomplished as he fondly 
imagined. Although the C. !'. R. has 
recently loudly avowed its friendliness for 
our city, those who havo taken the trouble 
to wateh events closely during the past few 
years, muBt have seen that no stone has 
been left unturned that could bo raised 
in opposition to Victoria. I need not 
enter into details hero, for many of them 
havo been published in your columns 
already. The taking of the steamer tradu 
between Victoria and Vancouver into their 
own hands means a very considerable loss to 
Victoria. All wages in connection with the 
O.P.N. Co. are paid hero. All supplies uro 
bought and all repairs made hero. Tho ex- 
penditure on behalf of tho Victoria- Van- 
c mver service is many thousands monthly. 
This important trado of courso would be re- 
moved to the C.P.R.'s headipi irtors. There- 
fore it would work a great injury to this 
city. Tho railway company will, without 
doubt, say, " Wo are giviug you an IS-knot 
service; it is to Victoria's advantage." 
While a faster service would bo appreci- 
ated the method of giving it will certainly 
bo objected to, for it will bo another stab at 
Victoria's prosperity. 

Tf;e apathy displayed by Victorians in all 
general matters pertaining to tho city'a in- 
terests Is remarkable, Wo aro to a very 
largo extent a divided house, Unliko a 
family who may quarrel among themselves 
but be as ono when tho honor or the interest 
of a branch of it is assailed, the Victoria 
family are not only jealous and suspicious of 
each other, or of any member who shows 
exceptional enterprise, uu t n!^ they 
carry this faaling to lu9 extreme 
. hon its general progress has been 
threatened or assailed, as it has been many 
times by tho C. 1'. R., the people have not 
been united in warding og these attacks. I 
know that many good citizens, men whoso 
interests aro altogether involved in Vic- 
toria's advance, will say it is wrong to talk 
in this way — that it is crying "stinking fish." 
While it is unpleasant to have to point out 
publicly what must be palpable to everyone, 
it is necessary. There is altogother too 
much apathy and disunion in thia city of 
oura. Wo havo in our possession tho weapon 
with which we could effectively fight the 
enemy if it were used with force and dis- 
cretion. Tho overland freight and passen- 
ger trade, and the Oriental trade controlled 
oy Victoria, form u very large item in the 
business of the C. P. R. — an item that 
would be sully missed in totalling up their 
monthly earnings. The control of the 
trado is with us, and if it wero 
directed into other and more friendly 
channels we would soon have tho whole 
staff of Browns and Rerra within our pre- 
cincts offering us any and every inducement 
for its return, and vowing by all their gods 
that the warmest love was all they felt for 
Victoria. But so long as we take all the 
blows of this railway bully, and return in 
exchange the sustenance that makes it 
stronger to attack us, so long will Victoria 
be tho laughing-stock of its rivals, uud the 
sufferer. 

There is but one way, as I said before, to 
fight Victoria's enemy. Everything that 
would tend to make us grow us a city is 
sought to be taken from us. In our defence 
lor us uuite.^and see if we cannot mako 
them submit to Borne of their own medicine. 
We havo the power, and we deserve all we 
receive if wc do not exorcise it.
